I know, it is vain to talk of the unnatu- 
ral Pride and. Batbarity of this Temper 
IN US, above all Mentind IN US, who 
originally were all Refugees and Shelterers in 
the Shadow of Britain’s Wealth and Fertiv 
lity. And pray, Gentlemen, be not angry, 
when I fay; you were afl Refugees and Shele 
serers——For if you drive me from that, I 
muft call-you all Jrvdders and Robbers of your 
Mafters,; who-came hither as: Mercenaries 
and Auxiliaries; then-murther’d your Ma- 
fters, or turn’d them out of Doors to poflefs 
their Lands—Like a Servant that gets into 
yous. 


our Doors, to work and affift in the 
Houte, but falls upon his Mafter, deftroys 
the Family, robs the Houfe, and feizes his 
Eftate— Such we hang now without Re- 
prieve, 4 good Admonition v0 ws, of what our 
Axceftors merited in this Place——- But to 
avoid looking fo far back, I choofe, J fay, 
to put you in mind of the feveral multiply- 
ing Additions of People im modern Ages, 
fince recent Hiftory caa lead us to the Par- 
ticulars—And there we may moft of us fay, 
A Syrian ready to-perifh was my Father; but 
fince I came into this Canaan, Iam grown 
fat, and encreas’d as the Stars of Heaven 
for Multitude——-And pray add to it-—— 
And now all the Syrians ready to perifh— 
Myy perifo, if they will, for me, for 1 will not 
have them come hither. 

But tho’ this were an Argument 4d Ho- 
minem, efpecially to 7rue‘Born-Englifomen, 
a above, yet I avoid the Refleétion, and 
chofe to put you in mind, that the fettling 
thefe poor People among us, “is our vifible 
Aadvantage-—— That it will be an Improve- 
ment to our Lands, an Encreafe of our 
Wealth, and a Help to the Confumption 
of our Produce—And that if they are wife- 
ly plac’d, they may be fo order’d as not to 
take one Days Work from our own Poor— 
On thecontrary, they will in Procefs of a 
little, very little Time, encreafe the La- 
bour of our own Poor, and find Work for 
thofe that live round them. 

I know, fome People obje&, that the 
Gonfumption of the Produce of our Land 
at home, is no Addition to ovr publick 
Stock 3 becaufe as the growing Crop gives 
an Encreafe of Value, fo that Value up- 
on the Confumption, ficks again at home; 
and «hat’ 4. gets from 8B. is ftill gotten 
froin what was before, and fhifting Hands 
only, neither adds or diminifhes from the 
geveral Wealth. 

But if. were to graet this, yet it muft 
be allow’d, that when more People come 
over, the Circulation aed Addition of our 
owrsGrowth, among thefenewComers, is an 
Encresfe 5 and all they do here, which was 
not done here before, either of Gain or 
Improvement, is an Encreafe. For Ex- 
ample. 

Jfan Acre cf Land be enclos’d and im- 
prov’d, which lay waite before ——Ail that 
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thisAcre of Land will yield now, fo enclos'd, 
more than it would before, is fo much Ad- 


dition to the publick Wealth of the Nation, 


or the general Stock-—Only it remains to 
objeft, that whereas the Hand or the La- 


bour that was employ’d to enclofe andime 


aes this Acre of Land, was employ’d be- 
re 3 thisisnoGain, becaufe that Hand is 
wanted where it was employ’d before, and 
theGain is only tranfpos’d ; rais’d here, and 
funk before. ; 

- This manifefis the great Argument of the 
Wealth of People————For if a Foreigner 
comes over that was never here before, and 
he enclofes and improves a Piec¢ of Land, 
which was never improv’d before——] fay 
then, that All, that Land will lett or fell 
for more now, than it would lett‘or fell for 
before, is clear Gain to the publick Stock. 
Nay, ail that this Land will uce, more 


than @& would produce before, whether 


Corn, Cattle, or Wool, excepting only 
what the poor Foreigner and his Family, 
whe are the Improvers,muft neceflarily ex 
pend in the Work or in his Subliftence, is 
clear Gain to the publick Stock 
For fuppofe, this Foreigner gets in twenty 
Years out of thisLand clear, 1co0 J. befides 
the Rent he has paid to his Landlord —— 
And has liv’d upon the Farm—Is not afl the 
Rent he has paid, clear’d to the publick 
Stock, and have we not a Family planted 
and maintzia’d, and 1000} laid up in 
England more than there was before ? 

It is impoffible to make any thing plainer 
than this—And the Confequence is evidents 
While there is a Foot of Land in England 
unimprov’d, we cannot have tco many 
People ; and as their Numbers encreafe, 
the Cirtulation of Trade and Credit, and 
the Confumption of Produce at home wil 
encreafe our Wealth, tho’ it be at home ; be- 
caufe the Barth is the Fund, which js daily 
giving out of her Bowels new Stores for the 
forming a general Stock, and encrealing it. 
I thal in the next confidera little the HOW 
and WHERE thefe poor People may be 
fettled among us, fo as to be moft co the 
publick Advantage, and. fo as may bef 
mage out the Particulars, I have advanced 
in their Behalf, 
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ii as to interpret my laft Difcourfe to be 
a magnifying the Power of the French, and 
Aeffening the vifible Declenfion of their 
Affairs —— If any fhould be fo unjuft, they 
— fall be afham’d of the Slander, before I 
| ‘part with the Argument. 
The Affairs of the French are without all 
_ Difpute very low, the Milery of their Coun- 
_ try very great, their Credit, which was the 
Strength of their Affairs, funk, and their 
_ Money fearce, and I do acknowledge, I was 
_ of the Opinion, the King of France muft 
_ comply with your Terms, let them be ne- 
ver fo hard, and I do belive fo ftill 
_ He may, however by the Strength of his 
_ Money arbitrarily rais’d, and the bringing 
~ in the Plate to be coin’d, fupply his Expen- 
ces for the enfuing Campaign. But it is 
fill my Opinion, and I think it is evident, 
he will be foon exhaufted—- This bring- 
_ ing in the Plate is like a City block’d up, 
that is oblig’d to open the Grand Magazines 
when this is done, he will find it hard to 
recruit, and he will try again to make the 
_ Breach up, if poffible, by a Treaty, or by 
bringing in fome Princes to mediate-———— 
For without Difpute he is reduc’d to Extre- 
mities. 

But this, Gentlemen, gaveno Ground to 
all the Extravagancies we were come upto, 
and which I repeated in my laft 5 it does 
not at all follow from hence, that we muft 
run immediately to the Gates of Paris, that 
a French Army of 100000 Men muft not be 
worth our Notice, and may be left behind 
with Safety ; or that their ftrongeft Camps 
may be attack’d without Regard to Scitu- 
ations or Intrenchments. Thefeare Extra- 
“vagancies of our own, and I know nothing 
they ferve for, bue to affift the Facodites to 
mock us, and to make our People chagrin 
and uneafie, when they fee the Armies and 
the Generals do not keep Pate with the 
whyinfical Schemes they have form’d in 
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J Hope, no Body will treat me fo hardly, 
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But toexamine theTruth of the Matter, 


let. as {ee have. we any Reafon to be dif- 
courag’d at the Pofture of our Affairs ? Are 
we really under any Difappointment, but 
what is firft occafion’d by our own wild No- 
tions ? Weare fallen from no Expe@ations, 
but fuch as were really dilirious and irra- 
tional; we are difappointed in nothing we 
had any Ground to hope for, or could give 
any Reafon for propofing to-our felves—— 
If afl our imaginary Phantofms are vanith’d, 
if we thought the French would not fight, 
and yet could not avoid being furc’d to its 
if we fancy’d they would find no Eaftneffes 
ftrong enough to venture a Stand with, if 
we thought we might venture any thing 
upon them, or without Regard; if thefe 
Extravagancies fill’d your Thoughts, why 
really, good People, it was your own Faults, 
and you ought to examine, what Planet 
govern’d your Imagination, or what Time 
of the Moon it was But at the fame 
time it is your Mercy, that your Generals 
are wifer; and by the fame prudent Ma- 
nagement by which the War is brought 
thus. far; by the fame they are carrying 
it on to the End we all wifhfor, I mean; 4 
Good Peacem—- Precipitations and defpe- 
rate Attempts are for a defperate Caules 
it is for the French to make {ome defperate 
Pufh, fome Coup d’ Eclat, to retrieve the 
Honour of their Affairs— “he fatr Courfe 
of Things, and a fteady pufhing the War in 
Flanders, wiil break the Heart of the King 
of France-—And there is no need to attack 
them with fuch Difadvantages, and at fuch 
an Expence of Blood, asfome People would 
have us. 

’Tis very hard and unjuft in thofe who 
call this prorra@ting the War—Such indeec 
would end the War the fhorte(t ways that 
is, by ruining our Army, attacking like 
mad Men, and being beaten off like Fools, 
—Nor do fuch confider {6 much as a Pof- 
fibility of being repuls’d by the Enaemy*~ 
No, they won’t hear. of it, as a sins 2 jn 
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Spoil, and are loth to lofe their Employ- 
ments
